hungry thirties. 


Knew Deprivation 


From one who knew him well in 
the Socialist movement here, now 
resident in Toronto, came this 
tribute, “When one thinks of the 
long period of unemployment dur- 
ing depression years when the 
world seemed unable to. find any: 
use for his fine craftmanship, it is 
easy to understand what a strain 
of anxiety Mr. Davidson must have 
been under for years. He came. 
through it without bitterness. What 
a fine nature he “had, not a streak 
of coarseness in him, and such an 
appreciation of beauty. His love 
of the mountains, of nature in all 
its aspects, of music, his keen sense 
of humor—these were the: char- 
acteristics of a fine and not very 
zommon type of mind. Yes, Mr. 
Davidson gave much mere to the 
world than he took from it. Every- - 
one who knew him will feel a 
sense of loss and distress.” 


Another associate in .the C.C.F. 
movement in Calgary expressed 
his opinion of Mr. Davidson in 
this way: “A true Socialist state 
would be composed of individuals 
of Mr. Davidson's. type,--co-oper- 
ative, generous in thought and ac- 
tion, well-informed and delighting 
in: the finest ‘and best things of 
life.”
